Explosion in Mine Traps Work- 


men Two Miles from the 


Meuih of Pit 


Blaze Reaches Opening of the 


Main Shaft, From Which 


Rescue Party is Driven, 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 9. 


—A "dust" explosion in the main* 
mine of the Cross Mountain- Sys- 
tem near Bric<rville earlyi today 
entombed at least i 268 workmen 
who had just en(:eredv for the 
day's work. At noon great bil- 
lows of flame were belching forth 
from the mouth of the mine. 
Rescuers who had attempted to 
enter the pit were driven back 
and hope for the safety of the 
imprisoned m i n e r s has been 
abandoned. 
RESCUERS DRIVEN BACK. 
As soon "as the1 explosion oc- 


curred rescue preparations be- 
gan and at 10 o'clock gangs of 
miners entered the mine by three 
entrances. In each instance they 
were . met by a wall of flames 
'which drove them back. 


Up to 2:3CLo'clock the squads 


of rescuers had made no effective 
progress in their efforts to reach 
the entombed miners. Cave-ins 
and flames barred the way to the 
entombed men. 


As news of the explosion spread 


about the Bricevillo district, throngs' 
o£ women and children rushed to the 
mine entrance and clamored to - be 
allowed to make their way inside to> 
aid in the rescue. 


. Many of the women knew their 
husbands had entered the mine befors 
the explosion. The majority had wlt-j 
nessed similar scenes. 
Ono woman,: 


who gathered others about Her, at- 
tempted to cheer her 'weeping sisters. 


"Now, I know my old man ain't 


dead," she asserted. "It'll take more' 
than a dust explosion to Mil him/' 


The explosion, It is estimated; oc- 


curred about two miles from the main 
entrance from the mine. 


Special trains were promptly dis- 


patched from Knoxvllle as soon as 
word of the disaster reached this city. 
President Stephenscm of"the Knox- 
ville Iron company was in charge of 
the first train to leave. With • him 
went officials from., the local mine- 
rescue station.

were driven from the mine by flames 
and smoke, declared they had ad- 
vsnced a mile- into the main shaft bfe*i' 
,fore they were forced to retire ana 
that they had discovered no sign oti 
the 
imprisoned 
men.

Golden 
Gate 
park,

Born in Madison county, New York, 
in 1826, Clement moved to Wisconsin 
and later became clerk to the legisla- 
ture of that state.

But as Hall died 
far away from the little kingdom the dec- 
oration did not bring hlra that rather 
empty honor. 


Hall had ,a weakness for decorations 


and for years he yearned for the ribbon 
of the Legion of Honor. The French Ad- 
irilral Germinet happened in at San Fran- 
cisco on hie flagship the Protet, several 
years ago atfl was e'o Impressed with Hall 
fhat he for ;ot to spend any time with 
the dlstinguisehd members of our French 
colony. This riled the colony, but the Ad- 
miral didn't care and he went away, de- 
termined to obtain for Hall tha distinc- 
tion which ho coveted. But the French 
authorities wrote to the French consul 
here for a report on the merits of Hall, 
and the consul who was very angry at the 
Admiral, replied In terms which dashed 
Hall's long cherished hopes. When Hall 
called on the French consul for an expla- 
nation he was told, "You have done noth- 
ing for the French people." Whether he 
eventually got the ribbon I don't know. 
But he had so many gorg-aous Turkish 
decorations that It wouldn't be missed

The Passpott Question Becomes Acute. 


Evidently a crisis is approaching' in the passport matter. 
Rus- 


sia will have to comply with her treaty agreement with reference to 
American citizens traveling in the Muscovite dominions or be called 
to account by the United States. The existing treaty .between the 
United States and Russia was signed in 1832. Its first article-reads 
as follows: 


"There shall be betw.een the territories of the high .contracting 


parties, a reciprocal liberty of commerce and navigation:. The in- 
habitants 'of their respective States shall mutually have liberty to. 
enter the ports, places and rivers of the territories of.each: party 
wherever foreign commerce is permitted. They shall be at liberty 
to sojourn and reside in all parts whatsoever of said territories,; in 
order to attend to their affairs, and they shall enjoy, to that .effect; 
the same security and protection as natives of the country wherein 
they reside." 
. . 
'. • 


But up to this hour the Russian government has denied.Arneri-, 


can citizens of the Jewish race the privilege guaranteed all Ameri- 
can citizens by solemn covenant. -For many years the exclusion of 
Jews from the common rights of American citizenship guaranteed 
by the treaty of 1832 provoked no .protest, because few Americans, 
cared to visit Russia and the Muscovite government did not until a 
comparatively recent period begin the terrible :systerri of persecu- 
tion, directed at the Jews, that has aroused horror and indignation 
throughout the civilized •world. Nor had the Jewish population' of 
the United States become sufficiently large to be politically influ- 
ential. 


In short, the passport matter did not become an issue .till Rus- 


sia began to make the Jews the victims of atrocious persecution and. 
oppression, and has only become a cause for acute friction during 
the present generation. It is now squarely up to Russia'whether 
she Will live up to her obligations or not. She has refused hithertc 
to recognize persons of the Jewish race as entitled to the rights sh< 
guaranteed to accord all American citizens, treats the passports is 
sued by our government with contempt, and openly violates her 
plighted faith and the rights of American citizens. It is'not merely 
a question of Russia violating her treaty engagements—that is an 
old story—but it is 3 question, closely touching the honor and dig- 
nity of the United States as a nation. 
What are we going to do 


about it? Our state department has parleyed with Russia about 
this matter for thirty years without getting any satisfaction or any 
assurance that the treaty rights of American citizens will be re- 
spected in future. A treaty that is abrogated at pleasure by; one 
party to it is no treaty at alL Nor should this government 'maintain 
relations of comity with a nation which neither complys with it: 
treaty obligations nor respects the national dignity.- of other coun- 
Iries.

o contain a-higher percentage of thu 
narcotic than those. of the female; 


So great a public menace did this plant 
lecome In Mexico, several years .ago. that 
rastlc laws were passed to govern ithe 
iroductlon, sale and use. of the narcotic, 
and while these laws, have had some good 
ffect it is/believed that .upward of a.thlrd 
if the people of Mexico are more or. less, 
.ddlcted to the use orth drug. 
Much' of-this drug is: brought into CaJi- 
ornla by the Mexican laborers, among 
whom It works havoc. Mescal,and pulque

BERKELEY, Dec. 9.—Speaking be- 


fore the City Club,, -a civic organiza- 
tion including many university pro- 
fessors, State Controller A. B. Nye 
uttered last night a warning against 
over-bonding by municipal, county 
and 
stato government. His subject 


was "The Revolution in Public Fi- 
nance, or a Change in A'lews in Rela- 
tion to Taxpaying-." Oakland was a 
particular object of criticism. 


The address was an authoritative 


expression from the state's financial 
expert and made a deep impression 
upon, and at times startled, some of 
the college heads ot departments and 
citizens organized for a study of po- 
litical and economic questions. Nye's 
speech set forth publicly for the first 
time past and present, tax and other 
financial conditions in state and local 
governments. 


"The plain, unvarnished truth Is 


that tho people oC California have a 
bond craze on," he said, "and they 
•ivlll vote for any bond proposition that 
does not appear altogether unreason- 
able. They will vote for bonds for 
purposes which in former years were 
not thought to come within the proper 
scope of government action, as witness 
the recent vote of Oakland of a bond 
Issue of half a million dollars to build 
n. largo hall in which it hopes to en- 


->Jcertain state and national conventions. 
' HIGHER TAXES IX OAKLAND. 


"We have not yet finished expand- 


ing our tax rates or our debts, Tho 
proportion - of the

wealth which will go Into the expense 
of maintaining- government will show 
further Increase.

DUTFTIXG IX DARK. 


"In regard to taxation, which has 


always constituted the essential part 
of public finance, we know no more 
nbout whither we are drifting- than 
'the Greeks knew in the days when 
revomie troubles were the real cause 
of most revolutionary disturbances in 
their cities and states. Tet we can ob- 
serve tha old landmarks and notice 
'how rapidly we are passing them as 
.wo advance into a land ot financial 
uncertainty, and we can realize that 


• it means a great unsettling of old 
f-leas about tho encroachment by the 
suite upon the rewards of individual 
industry or investment. 


"Of course the altered conditions In 


ICaliforp.ia are only n, part of a world 
'change, but our own part of the gen- 
leral movement is naturally most Im- 
portant to us. Taxation is a subject of 
'such prevailing concern that it enters 
every shop arid every home. 


"A good, serviceable definition of 


taxation is to say that it is the sub- 
traction from the total wealth, product 
In Individual hands of a certain por- 
tion to be spent collectively—and sup- 
posedly for the general good. 


OXE BIG DRAWBACK. 


"It Is the particular drawback to all 


'pe-hemes of taxation that the persons 
who are to spend the money are so 
often the ones to decide how much 
snail be spent, and the blinding in- 
fluence of self-interest comes into full 
.operation. But Just as rapidly as we 
progress in civilization collective ex- 
ipenditure increases and in larger part 
rusefully, because government as an 
'agency for all of us can do more good 
things for all of us, is called upon to 
do more of them, and. therefore, must 
take from us more of our substance 
to enable it do those things. Up to a 
certain limits and directed to the right 
objects, collective expenditure is the 
most profitable kind, of .all expendi- 
tures, and taxation Is,real economy. 
It is true economy fop- us to have the 
government of tho United States spend 
a great many million dollars a year 
to conduct the postofflce, Instead of 
ourselves trying to do what the post- 
office does; and so also the manlfoia 
activities of the Department of Agri- 
culture tends to increase the produc- 
tion of wealth and its wide, distribution 
to an extent which makcm it a. true 
economy to support that department 
.rn a basts of reasonable liberality. 
But we have an expressive phrase 
•which, presents in a nutshell the other 
side of the argument, -'tax-eating.' 
Every Imposition which is laid for the 
purpose of increasing tha efficiency 
•of government lessens by so much as 
is taken away the ability of the indi- 
vidual to do for himself: therefore all 
t-ixation beyond a certain point ceases 
to be constructive ana Becomes de- 
j 


strv.rtive. It Is said, .and with evident 
truth. th:it in both the postoffice and 
agriculture departments great econ- 
omies would .be possible without 1m-

"I will settle that question once.

proctor has information to bring to 
tho attention of the court.

I now or- 
der that Mr. Wright be appointed 'the 
friend of the court to examine wit- 
nesses and produce any testimony or 
do a.ny investigation the circumstances 
require." 


Big Freighter. Has 6000 Tons 


in Hold When She 


Departs. 


"With her holds crammed to their ca- 


pacity with freight, .the American-Ha- 
waiian Steamship company's big freighter 
Nebraskcui, Captain Knight, 'left her-berth 
at Long wharf at 3 o'clock this, afternoon 
and steamed for the Mexican .port .of 
Salina Cruz. The big coast liner arrived 
on this side, yesterday afternoon and Im- 
mediately began loading for the southern 
trip. Din-Ing, the night and up to time of 
sailing the vessel .picked up 3000 tons of 
freight, consisting of dried 
fruit and 


canned goods, which, with the other half 
of her cargo, made the load come up to 
6000 tons, which, acconling'to marine men 
on this side, Is the .largest amount ever 
taken out by this vessel. When the liner 
left for the southern port this afternoon 
she was so low In the water that it ap- 
pearea as 
If she %ras -foundering, she 
drawing 26 feet at the time of her de- 
parture and having about 10 feet above 
the water line. 


Captain Knight reports that on the run 
from Salina Cruz to this port a number 
of schools of whales were sighted off the 
Gulf of California. In some Instances the 
whales approached within 100 feet of the 
vessel, but the speed of the freighter soon 
left these far behind.

"It is interesting to observe the change 


of attitude of the radical parties.

teen years,ago the Populists .occupied the 
relation, to -things: which., the. Socialists- 
occupy now, and some persons seemv.to 
tliirik the-Socialists are only the Populists 
recruited In numbers" and calling them- 
selves by another name. Yet opposition 
to all bond debts was a cardinal principle 
with the Ppnullsts of California, and to 
express their feeling they invented a spe- 
cial slogan, 'Bonds for bondage,' meaning 
bondage to the money -powers. Nowadays 
people of no party- trouble themselves 
about the mopey powers, except that they 
'decline to lend their money fast enough, 
and the Socialists are as amiable toward 
bondholders as anybody. Indeed, the ex- 
ecution of. the Socialist program calls for 
the issue of bonds in ambunta quite un- 
heard of heretofore.

ments, were almost out of debt, having 
been heavily involved, but now they are 
beginning to go in-debt-again.

num; but he pays it witli greater hard- 
ship than a resident .of.; one of our 
larger cities '• makes payment of. his 
$50 to $75 for the support of the na- 
tional,' state and local government. 


COST OP LIVING. 


"We hear much debate about the 


causes of the higher- cost of living, but 
it is seldom that ,the debaters take 
account of '-growing- taxation as : one 
of the leading causes. 'Yet, as 'taxes 
are bound'. to be passed along- the, line 
to the consumer, what is more'. :nat_ 
ural than that into the higher- prices 
of the food we eat, 
the clothes we 
wear and the articles with which , we 
furnish our houses, taxes should enter 
as a factor'. 
I am inclined to think 


they -are a 'much, larger 'factor than 
any recent theorist with whom I am 
acquainted has yet pointed out. 


"California is a state which, was not 
nursed in the sober virtues of. thrift 
and economy; it had. a spendthrift 
youth, which has been followed by a 
manhood of notable liberality. 
Our 


people are naturally enterprising, free- 
handed and 'scornful of the habit of 
counting the: pennies.' Public expendi- 
tures are proportionately larger than 
elsewhere.

"Experience is so severe a teacher 
that after ten years of financial trou- 
bles, even Californ'ians were converted 
from their; first wasteful ;ha.bits to pru?., 
dent economy/, For several, y.ears this 
new state governmerit'spent each ye'ar 
twice Its revenues, which . meant, of 
course, that the constitutional debt 
limitation of $300,000 was disregarded 
and that the public credit was abused 
by issuing treasury warrants -which 
could not be paid.. County and other 
local . governments pursued the same 
reckless course. When finally things 
had become so bad as they could be, 
the day of reckoning arrived, the dis- 
credited apd fugitive bonds were legal- 


dry on the bonds. 


"There are some of the smaller cities 


of the state In which the rate of tax lev- 
led .1:0 pay principal and interest of the 
bond debt is one-half or more of the total 
annual tax "rate, and that proportion. Is 
increasing.- Some cities have approached 
"the debt limit flxed by the general :law 
and therefore have exhausted- their bor- 
rowing ability for the time being. Those 
debt burdens are carried, with compara- 
tive ease In a time of general'prosperity, 
but how will it be when a period of de- 
pression occurs and money Is as scarce 
as it has recently been abundant.

A comparison 
of the county taxes ^charged up in 
the year 1901 and the year 1911 shows 
that in. this interval of -ten years 
there has been an increase of 142 per 
cent, accompanied In some counties, 
like Alameda, with a great increase 
in the tax rate, because the rapidly- 
growing assessment roll has not suf- 
ficed to keep the rate down to the 
former figures. Does.anyone suppose 
that a growth of expenditures so large 
as that could have taken place If there 
had not 'been something in the na- 
ture of a mood of consent on the part 
of the taxpayer ?

And 
I feel safe in saying that in our political 
affairs the citizenship of our beloved 
country is aroused to demand of their i 
public officials,* Efficient Service, such 
as the workman, in private enterprises 
is called upon to give. The day of hap- 
hazard, superficial'methods^has passed, 
never to . return.
